In no 
country in the world have we more 
spacious and suitable buildings, healthy 
surroundings and local and general sup- 
port, and it would be invidious to say 
other of its nianageuicut than that it i.s 
liighly efficient, defying eritieisni, and 
securing the favor and practical help or 
the various Go^'ernments. 

Contrasts. 

No siUnaion to this work would, how- 
over, be complete without touching upon 
the causes which make for vice and im- 
morality in these fair lands. An Eng- 
lishman who, for the first time, runs 
through the colonies is profoundly im- 
pressed by the absence of certain dis- 
figurenieuts in its social life, as compared 
with the Jlother Country. Sunday is a 
day of universal repose and decorum. 
The blazing, open, and overcrowded 
drinldng-saloous of England have no 
replica in xVustriilia, except in a few 
places. The low, dingy beer-tap is un- 
kuowu. Yon may live for twelve months 
in the city, or in the bush, and never see 
a woman cross the door of a whislcey- 
sliop. Dilapidated, dishevelled, brawl- 
ing, druukeu women are only ocoasiou- 
ally seen. A positive respectability, com- 
fort, and luxury mark the general ap- 
pearance of things, and, until the dark 
curtains of sin are discovered, you im- 
agine that here, if anywhere, Paradise 
will be regained, Utopia estahlLshed, and 
the Milleunium ushered in. 

The Colonial Woman. 

Draw nearer to the people iu the mass, 
and this rosy view of the future will nor 
disappear from the vision. The Aus- 
tralian woman, like the American, is an 
emancipation. She carries with her tliL 
refinement and culture of a superior ed- 
ucation and environment. The greater 
social liberty of the colonies moderatea 
her impetuosity, chastens her speech, anci 
gives her lady-lilie standing. The slut is 
a remnant of another generation. She 
does uot thrive under the dazzling sun 
of the Australian colonies. Dirt and 
squalor are to be found, but yon have to 
search far these impedimenta. The voice 
of the blasphemer and the drunkard 
may also be heard, hut not with the 
lustiness of a coster iu the Old Kent 
Hoad, nor in such numbers as are to bd 
met with in soine of our mining hills and 
valleys. 

Nevertheless, Australia .sows every 
year a harvest of vice which is at once 
a shame and problem to its best friends. 
The absence of aii outward degradation, 
imfortnuately, is here no proof of a 
much Iiighcr type of ciTilizatiou or mor- 
ality. That Australia possesses a higher, 
we frankly and cheerfnlly concede; hut 
it has not, we regret to say (on the testi- 
mony of Bucn keert a;u1 close obsercers 
ot me3i and things as the offlcers whose 
names we have .I'ust mentioned), reached 
that standard which makes tlie need of 
Itescut,' luul Maternity Homos compar- 
atively small. 



There art' at work in Australia power, 
ful degeneruting causes. The growth 
and fasciuatiun of the city ideal, wilh 
all the eiiueomitants of fast living, pleas- 
ure! and debauchery, liavi! eounteraetod 
the iutlncui'i'.s iu favor of rural aiul vil- 
lage life. 

The i-i'dnction of the hours of labor 
and the eiiuality of the wage-earning 
connunnity have not tended, on the 
whole, to a wise use of the leisure at 
their coimnaud. Human uatiu'c will 
have an outlet fiu' its animal crsiving, 
unles.'s controlled by the higher olHee of 
the mind or disciplined or sanctified by 
grace. Hence, gambling is a huge 

nunua in Australia among all clas.sea , 
' and, alas ! the evils which follow in its 
train are seldom dissociated -from those 
whicli allure its weakest victims into 
the meshes of vice and the seethiiig 
caldron of prostitution ; and if it is lu 
reiilizG the dreams of its noblest states- 
men and best sons and daughters, it will 
have to grasp more firmly than ever this 
mon.strous social evih 

The pioneers of the Army early fore- 
saw the dangers ahead and founded a 
Rescue Agency, which has grown to such 
a dimension tliat, when the General wa:

Three satisfactory things are suggest- 
ed by this fine table of work done. The 
first is the active and practical co-opera- 
tion which . evidently exists between the 
magistrate and the Army officer. A 
girl who pleads for a chance, and who i^^ 
willing to submit herself to the care and 
discipline of one of our Homes for on. 
or two months, is certain, unless her 
crime is exceptional, to be leniently deali 
with by the stipendiary. During twelve 
months, 2()9 were in this manner, and by 
the influence of the officer iu her prison 
visitation, brought under the heuign and 
useful rule of our Rescue Homes. The 
other is the grand total of 581 who were 
admitted to the Rescue Homes by ap- 
plication and direct from the streets. 
The Salvation Army is an open-air army. 
If it were an organization which con- 
fined its operations within the four walls 
of a comfortable Citadel, it is uot ex- 
aggeration to say that fifty per cent, oi 
the women who fly to our banner in the 
hour of sorrow and remorse, would go 
down the stream of despair and prolong 
their agonies and multiply their kind. 

Tlie other -satisfactory item, in the 
above is the number who professed sal- 
vation— 512 out of a total of S40 ! 

Now, conversion' with us means 
change — a manifest alteration in the life 
and conduct. It does not merely re- 
present a profession of repentance and 
faith at an altar or penitent form, so 
that the fact that 512 women, more o, 
less dissolute in habit, blunted in their 
moral sense, and the victims of cruel 
and physical injury, are put down as 
converted, shows that the Eescue offlcers 
in Au.stralia are made of thet right ma- 
terial. What this conversion means will, 
. perhaps, be best understood in the fol- 
lowing incident : — 

"One of tlie brightest Cases we have t(. 

tell of is that of Myra N , who was 

ruined at ah early age, and ran from 
home, seeking the protection of the Sal 
vation xYrmy to shield; her from the 
sneers and taunts of the cold, cruel 
world. With this end in view, she 
tramped on and on for a distance of over 
twenty miles, in order to reach the near- 
est large town, where admission to our 
Maternity Home was obtained. Very 
soon the little babe opened its eyes upoii 
a world in which it was destined to re- 
main but a short time, for only Ave 
months after God toolc it to Himself. 
Out of poor Myra's sorrow has sprung up 
that which has changed the whole course 
of her life ; keeping her eyes ever fixed 
heavenwards, she re.ioiccs in the hope 
that one day, by the light of God, which 
sheds its rays upon her hitlierto nu- 
clonded existence, slie will meet her little 
one once more."

Quebec, Nov. 25.— With evident giisto^ 
several of the Freueh papers here last 
evening report hi the following terms a 
disgraceful incident that occurred on 
Thursday night last in St. Koch's: There 
was quite a commotion at 8:30 last 
night at the foot of Cote d'Abraham, 
where a crowd of several huudrcd people 
had collected. After enquiry, it was 
learned that the whole rumpus was over 
one of the Salvation Army girls— there 
was a great festivity at the barracks on 
Thursday night— who had taken the lib- 
erty of making an incursion into St. 
Hoch's, the most French-Canadian part 
of the city, in order to evangelize the 
people there, and to lead after her to 
the Army's headquarters, on Palace Hill, 
all who might he seduced by her fine 
words. Unhappily, our people, who do 
not hanker after such appeals to hypoc- 
risy, took a different view of the matter 
and the neophyte was forced to take 
refuge in a store in order to escape from 
the crowd, who threatened to make it 
unpleasant for her, to say the least. 
After waiting a good hour, as the Sal- 
vation Army lady was not in a hurry to 
make her reappearance, the witnesses of 
this woman-hunt dwindled away little 
hy little, and the cause of all the trouble 
finally made her escape on a street ear. 
Here is one, assuredly, who will remem- 
ber lier visit to St. Koch's, 
.Quebec, Nov. 25.— Tlie " Soliel," the 
French Liberal organ here, has the man- 
liness to refer to the disgraceful attack 
in the following terms, which do it in- 
finite credit : Frankly, we cannot under- 
stand how our population, usually so in- 
telligent, can allow themselves to commit 
such acts as those which we witnesaed 
lately. A poor woman belonging to a 
sect of some kind was passing through 
the street iu the costume of her order. 
Some blackguards commenced to insult 
her ; it did not need more to collect a 
crowd and we do not know what might 
have happened had not a Freneli-Oanad- 
ian citizen had the kindness to give he'r 
shelter in his house. We might relate 
other details which have come to our 
knowledge, but in regard to which we 
deem silence the best course for the 
presence.

I followed down to the 
barracks and took my seat near the cen- 
tre of the building. The meeting went 
on, the word of God was read, the pray- 
er meeting started, earnest invitations 
were given, warnings sent out to ilee 
from the wrath which is to come. There 
I sat, God's Spirit dealing with nie, 
Satan using every means possible to hold 
me back, an awful battle was being 
fought, I was counting the cost, the 
struggle was to be ended in a very few 
minutes, as the last invitation was being 
given. The struggle came to an end, I 
resolved to forsake sin and live for God, 
The step meant lots of effort, but God 
helped me there aud then. I rose to my 
feet, and when I had taken the iirst 
step He gave peace to my soul and bade 
Hie go and sin no more. 

The desire to live good and to be use- 
ful increa.sed, and I sought to kntiw the 
way in which God wanted me to go. I 
prayed, and God revealed the way, aud 
that was by the Salvation Army. I was 
enrolled ■ as a soldier and shortly after 
was given an instrument by the band- 
master, and iu the course of time was 
eoinniLssioned as a band.smnn.

I wanted to bo nsefiil for God only, 
and I believe He made me so, and when 
I felt the call of God to. lenye my loved 
on(js, friends, and bandsmen, whom I 
truly loved, and enter the Field, it meant 
iL keen separation, but the greatest joy 
of my life was, as I shook their hands, I 
was able to look them iu the face and 
feel that I had been faithful and done 
my duty as a bandsman. 

Many tinie.s since then, Avhen fighting 
among strangers, I have thought of the 
beautiful days I spent as a bandsman, 
and thought of the blessed opportunities 
presented to bandsmen, I have found 
myself saying, if I had those privileges 
again, how much more I would make of 
them, and how much more faithful I 
would be. 

I have to thank God for the band and 
music, which was the means of bring 
ing me to Him. I would say to every 
bandsmen, be faithful, though you may 
see unfaithfulness in others ; do yout 
duty, for you will bo tempted many 
times to shirk it ; and as God used the 
baud of music to make me think, He 
will also use yoti, through your music, 
to bring sinners to the Cross, if played in 
the Spirit.-H. 0.

I'd rather be a door-keeper in the house 
ot God, than dwell iu the' tents of wick- 
edness, 01' I would rather be a door- 
keeper in the Salvation Army, with 
God's favor, than to have all the honors 
and riches of the world, without God's 
sinile. 

A good door-keeper, it seems to me, 
ought to have a Rood siiiritnal experi- 
ence. He can accomplish more by kind- 
ness and gentleness, tempered with iirin- 
ness, than by harshness aud hastiness. 
Though it is possible to make mistakes 
when dealing with people, yet, praise 
God, if we lack "n'isdom and .inrtgment. 
He will supply US such, if we seek dilig- 
ently. 

AikI a good door-keeper is an important 
factor in the success of a meeting, 
by using all the wisdom he has to keep 
order, discipline, etc., and a door-keeper 
can he a great influence in dealing with 
sinners and encouraging Christians. But, 
on the otlier band, if faithful to duty, 
he is apt to be misunderstood and criti- 
cized. So it requires, to my mind, more 
grace and patience at the .door than on 
the platform. So a door-keeper needs 
your prayers aud sympathy as he stands 
at the door of God's house. 

With regard to collections at the door, 
a great misconception seems to he prev- 
alent among mimy people. Tliey don't 
seem to realize the need we are always 
in to keep the corps free from debt, and 
at times exliibit a very uncharitable siiirit 
towards ns. They seem to think that 
they know better how to finance the 
corps than the officers or treasurer, and 
say it is all mone.y with ns, and they 
thought "salvation is free," and we 
don't have to pay to get into heaven, 
and "Jesns paid it all," ami "salvation 
is without money and without price." 
Praise God, salvation is free, and when it 
eon-\'erts a soul, it converts the iioeket as 
well. If a man or woman shuts np 
their bowels of compassion, how dwell- 
cth the love of God iu them ? I think it 
nothing hut reasonable that people who 
frequent our barracks should be willing 
to assist ns financially. 

I have met with people at the dooi* 
who deliberately have said' that they 
were not going tn give, nlthongh they had 
lots of money with them. These are the 
people who are doing a lot of talking 
about turning people ,"iway, when tliey 
really turn themselves away, by their 
own meanness. Well, truly I do not 
believe these people deserve to have all 
the privileges that others have to pay 
for. Tt is quite different with people 
really have not the means, and would 
give if they had. The R. A. hires or 
pays for barracks, besides the expense of 
light, fuel, water, insurance, and other 
tilings too uumerouR to mention. We 
*work for the good of the community, and 
to make it possible for every soul who 
seeks God with all their heart to get 
saved, and delivered from sin, and mis- 
ery. Now, to do this suceessfnlly it 
means the co-operation of offieer.s, sol- 
diers, converts, saints, and sinners that 
coinc to our meetings.

For this 
great blessing she prayed, wrestled, 
fasted, wept, believed, and rejoiced in 
its possession. She dwelt in God and 
God in her. She lived u. life of com- 
plete consecration to Christ, and but few 
meu or women reached a higher state 
f)f perfect love than Catherine Booth ; 
and the members of the chnrches of all 
deuominations would be more perfect, 
happy, aud useful to-day than they are 
if they imbibed more of the Spirit cf 
Christ and walked before God in holi- 
ness of heart and life •, and the officers 
and soldiers of the Salvation Army, and 
the members, and teachers, and minist- 
ers and missionaries of every creed and 
church would augmout their happiness 
and increase their usefulness thirty, 
sixty, nay, an linndi'ed-fold if they would 
seek frequent baptisms of the Spirit, and 
everyday anointing from ou high. Mrs. 
Booth's usefulness was the logitimato 
outcome of purity of heart and Christian 
perfection as taught by the prophets, by 
Christ, by the Apostles, and by ,Tohn 
Wesley, Fletcher, Bradbnrn, Bramwell, 
Oarvossa, and other early Methodists. 
We do not hear now-a-days so uiuch 
about holiness as we did some years ago. 
To a great extput the pulpit is silent, 
the platform is silent, the desk is silent, 
the press is sileut ; members, teachers, 
leaders, and ministers are tongue-tied, 
dumb, and speechless on the vital ques- 
tion — holiness ; and yet without it we 
cannot get to heaveti, for without holi- 
ness iin man shall see the Lord, and there 
must be a revival of the doctrine of 
holiness and of experimental religion be- 
fore the clnireh of Christ will inarch 
ouwarcl with renewed strength in con- 
quering, converting, and saving the 
world for Christ. We want a thousand 
— nay, ten thousand — hands of holy men 
anrl women, whose hearts tlie Lord 
hath touched, to go forth, not only to 
preach lioliuess, but to live it, and we 
should soon see the blessed effects of it, 
and feel it, too, in our inmost souls, and 
slioidd SCO it iu the multiplied eonver- 
sioas on every band, and there would 
he much less povei'ty, wretchedness, 
drvmkenness, immorality, and sin in 
every form, and we should have the days 
of heaven upon earth. Do you ask what 
hoUness is ? It is the sinful heart 
cleansed from the filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. David Tjivingstoue once asked a 
heathen what lie understood by the 
word holiness. He answered, "When 
copious showers have descended during 
the night and all the earth, arid leaves, 
and cattle are washed clean, and the sun 
rising shows a drop of dew on every 
blade of grass, and the air breathes 
fresh. That is holiuess." Is not this a 
very good definition of holiness 1 The 
lieart, th'e whole man washed clean. 
Holiness was the key-note of Mrs. 
Booth's' life aud miniKtry. She taugnt 
and enforced it as a fiihie doctrine. 
There went forth from her no uncer- 
tain sound ou this. vital que.stion. SIi^ 
preached it with a point and a. ]wwer, 
aud a clearness, and r force tliat none 
could gainsay nor resist.

Here is my billet, and here is my 
daughter Lucy, giving me the heartiest 
of welcomes, A little communion — not 
much, for there are the prospects of the 
campaign to talk over, some wonderful 
conver.qions to describe, and the latest 
news from the distant corners of the 
earth to relate. A basin of soup is a 
necessity, seeing there has been nothing 
but a sandwich and a cup of tea since 
8 a.m. 

Our Parisians- 

S.30 p.m. — The soldiers' meeting in onv 
own hall in Hue Aubev, holding sis huii 
dred people, is crowded. The meeting 
is very hearty, and we are soon singing, 
"Send the Fire !" There was the inevit- 
able collection, and then my address, 
which, beginning iu the most friendly 
raauner, went on to some straight deal- 
ing about conversion, holy living, fight- 
ing for souls, and the like. The French, 
like all the Continentals, are excellent 
listeners. In this, I fancy, they excel 
the Britisher ; anyway, I had every 
eye and ear on this occasion. We fol- 
lowed with tiie Mercy Seat, and a bettei 
meeting is not often my privilege to see. 
With isrolven hearts men and women 
came streaming out from every part of 
tlie building. Some were soldiers want- 
ing a clean heart, but the bulk were 
seeking conversion or restoration from 
baclcslidina'. 

As the night wore on, the change In 
the spiritual atmosphere of the assembly 
was very noticeable. We began "very 
proper." The band — comprised of a cor- 
net, two or three violins, two mandolins. 
a harp and a piano, all excellently play- 
ed, when joined by a Singing Brigade 
and a few of the audience— discoursed 
beautiful music. Still, the feeling was 
rather stiff, but the counting up of the 
penitent form re.'sults, the introdiiction of 
a drum, a plentiful clapping of hands;

L-THE ANCIENT GREEKS 



CIIAI'TEIt XX. 
KING PYRRHUS. 

Wcst'ward of Greece lay the iiiiiiuifaiu- 
oils ctinntry of Kgypt, liordei'ed hy the 
Adriiitie Sea. Its inluibitaiits spoke a 
rough liiak'i't of Greek, but the royal 
families were of inire Greek descent. 
During the eoniplieiitious of wars follow- 
ing the break-up of Alexanders empire, 
the King of Epirns took part and was 
defeated, his entire family was slain 
with the exception of his t'\vo-year-old 
son, Pyrrluis, who was saved by some 
faithful servants. They fled to-wards 
JMacedon, which they safely reached, tnit 
as Cassander had been the enemy of the 
child's father, the servants travelled into 
Illyria, where they found King Glaucias. 
The King was first inclined to refuse 
.shelter to the child, but the little fellow 
had crawled up to the King and was 
pulling himself up hy taking hold of the 
King's leg, looking fearlessly into his 
face. This act won Glaucias' heart, 
■R'ho took the child up and gave him to 
the Queen to be raised with her 0'\vn 
family. 

When Pyrrhus was twelve years old, 
Glaucias sunt an army to restore him to 
his throne, and to guard him there ; he 
was high-spirited, brave and gracious. 

At seveutcen Pyrrhus went to Ill.vria 
to attend the 'wodding of one of Glaucias' 
sons, and wdiile lie was gone n rebellion 
broke out which resulted iu making his 
cousin King. He then fought under 
Demetrius, who sent him as a hostage to 
Alexandria, '\vhere his grace and spirit 
made him ii great favorite witli King 
Ptolemy, who gave him his daughter, 
Berenice, in marriage, and assisted him 
to raise an nrmy to recover Iiis kingdom, 
wdiicli he ncconiplished. 

His Icindness and skill aoou were spoken 
of in Macedon, which hated Demetrius 
iind rose against him in revolt. He had 
to flee in disguise to Asia, where he" 
hoped to recover some of his father's 
kingdom, but was taken a prisoner by 
Seleucus, who treated him kindly. Ho 
soon died in captivity from excess in 
eating and drinking. 

Pyrrhus added Macedon to his reahn, 
but was soon attacked by Lysimachu.s, : 
and as the fickle Macedonians went over 
to' the latter, Pyrrhus was obliged to 
retreat into Hpirus. In the meantime 
Seleucus attacked Lysimachus and Icilled 
him, adding both Thrace and Blacedon \ 
to his possessions ; thereafter he was 
called the Conqueror. Seleucus was the 
last survivor of Alexander's generals, 
and held now all his -empire, except 
Egypt. While iu Macedonia, however, 
Seleucus was killed by a vile Egyptian 
Greek, named Ptolemy Kerannus, and 
who made himself King of Jilacedon. 

At this time the Kelts, or Gauls, (the 
same race w^hich inhabited parts of 
France and Britain) made an inroad 
from the inouutains. They auickly con- 
ciuered Macedon and killed Ptolemeus 
Keraumis, then overrun all Thrace. They, 
found the pass of Thermopylae, and 
were about to plunder Delphi, where the 
Greeks made a desiaerate defence, and, 
aided by a terrific thunderstorm and 
earthiiuake, the Gauls were frightened 
into a retreat. Their chief was wound- 
ed, who advised them to kill nil his 
wounded and then retreat'. He set .the 
example by stabbing himself ; but the 
Greeks aurronuded them and killed the • 
entire force. It is said that only a 
small party of Gauls escaped, who cross- 
ed the Hellespont and settled in Asia 
Minor, where they wore known as 
Galatians, 

After the Gaiils left Macedon, Auti- 
goiius, the son of Demetrius, took pos- 
session of his father's kingdom, and liis. 
family held it, Pyrvbus had an ambi- 
tion to make himself so popular in the 
West, as Alexander had been in the Bast. 
But his expedition to help Sicily belong- 
to Roman history, 

Pyrrhus fought with alternate success 
against Macedon and Sparta, but was, 
by treachery, canght in the city -of Argos 
and killed hy a soldier. He was forty- . , 
six years old at his death, in the yeat. "

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A FRUITFUL LIFE. 



"Ye hiive not chosen Me, but I havfr 
chosen you, and orclamed yon, that ye 
should go forth aud Ijring forth iT.uit, 
and that your fruit shall vemain." (John 
XV. IG.) 

If you possess the life of the Spirit 
you, will he a fruitful Christian. A 
fruitful life means two things : Soul- 
winning and loring. 

What is .soul-winuinK ? There are 
different kinds of soul-wiuuiug. One is 
used in the conversion of sovils. Another 
is holping sick ones, with the comforting 
words of Christ ; cheering up discourag- 
ed ones, bringing back backsliders, giv- 
ing cheerful words to those who art 
down-cast, expUiiuing the love of God to 
those who have harsh tliongbts about 
rilin, und in this way winning souls to 
God. This ia all called soul-winning. 
The former is soiil-winuing in one di- 
rection, the latter in another. Some 
people are under the impression that 
those who win souls for Christ— that is, 
who bring unconverted souls to Christ — 
are soul winners. Certainly not. As 
long as, you wm souls to Christ, whether 
iu one way or auother, it is soul-winning. 

I have heard many Christians say 
that they have uover been used by God 
iu the conversion of souls, since they 
began to serve God. They malce this 
mistake, because they do not know ex-, 
actly what soul-wianing is. 

Prleuds, have you been winning any 
souls for Christ since you have been con- 
verted ? Have you cheered any dowu- 
esist ones '.' Wore you the means of 
bringing any hucUslider to the feet of 
Christ ? Have you eueouraged any sick 
ones iu the hoypital — any one who had 
lost hope ? Have you ever helped any 
one V>y giving tluun a word of cheer at 
the right time ? Have you never encour- 
aged any one by your talk, look, smile, 
prayer ? That is soul-ivinning. 

Another kind of frnitful life is to let 
your light shine out for Christ iu your 
daily life. This is called love. 

There are three kinds of love : 

1. Human love. 

2. God's love. 

a. Christ's l(jve. 

1. Human ■ love means that you love 
tlios(! who love you. 

"For if ye love them which love you, 
what reward have ye ? Do not even the 
publicans the sanu! ?" (Matt. v. 46.) 

If they invite yo\i, you invito them. It 
they do not love you, yon do not love 
them. That is luunau love. If you 
have this love it is n(»t the outcome of 
the abundant life. Tliia is only a natural 
love, common to all people — eveu skeptics, 
agnostics, Mahouimedans, and Hindoos 
have this lovo; Do not l>oast that this 
is the fruit of the abundant life. 

2. God's love— .Tesns Christ Himself. 
God is love, and He hud love in His 
heart towards tlie world, which tie 
showed to it by giving His only child' 
Have you received this love by faith ? 
If you have not' this love, you ore not a 
Christian. All those who believe Chris! 
and receive Iliui as their personal Sav- 
iour, have this lovo. "But as many us 
received Him, to them gave He power 
to become' the sous of God." (John i. 
12,)" 

3. Christ's love. This is called Ohrist- 
iau love. If you poB.soss Ohrhst's love, 
you have the more abundant life, because 
this love ia the outcomp of the abundant 
life. Carefully . see this point, lest you 

.make n mistake. 

This love has three marks : 

(a) Christ's love is a constraining love. 

"For the love of Christ ooustraineth 
us ; because we thus judge, that if one 
die for all, theu were uU dead." (II. Cor. 
V. 14.) 

What la constraining loyo. ? Ooustraiu- 
ing lovo is not a pumped-np love — not 
trying to love a person, but you are en 
abled to do so, and it becomes natural. 
It is the outcome of the abundant life. 
Whou you possess this life it will not 
be difficult for you to lovfi; anybody. ; 
you cannot helii but love. Your loye ^pj 
comes natural, aud yon take pleasure iii 
it, you enjoy it — it will never be liq.v&. 
That is the love that Christ had;'''ilint 
i.s the love the Disciples had after Pen 
toeost. That is what made them stand 
for the Lord and love all people, all 
sects, all denoiuinations, whether low or 
high, educated or uneducated — all in one 
■— Christ Je.sus. ;■; ,£■. 



'Ihis CQustrniuing love is Christ's love. 

if eo be you have not got this, you 
try to love, but caunot ; you try to 
speak, but cannot apeak, you find it 
hai'd, you say it is one of the trying 
things of your life ; then you have not 
got this constraining love, aud that 
shows you have not this abundant life. 

The next mark in Christ's love is ; 

(u) It is a love that passeth know- 
ledge. 

"That Christ may dwell in your hearts-- 
by faith ; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded m love, may be able to com- 
prehend -with all saints what is the 
breadth, ana length, and height, and' to 
know the love of Christ, which passeth 
knowledge, that ye might be filled with 

?o io^ ^"^"less of God." (Eph. ill. 17, 
lo, 19.) 

What do you mean by this love that 
passeth knowledge ?" It is beyond ab 
the knowledge of all B. A's, or M. A'a 
and beyond the knowledge of all iutoUect- 
ual power. No mere brain man can 
understand your love, it is not Christ'^ 
love ; but when people marvel 
at your love, that is the re- 
sult of this more abundant life. 
A natural man cannot make you 
out, because Christ says it "passeth 
knowledge." Have you this love ? Do 
you love all people ? Tho.se who are 
shabby, low in station, and poor ? Do 
you love them ,? And do you love youi 
enemies, that is, not only bearing what 
they say, but truly love them in return ': 
If you do, that is the love that passeth 
knowledge. 

The next mark of Christ's love ia : 

(e) It is never-failing. 

"Charity never faileth ; but whether 
there be prophesies, they shall fail: 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease ; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish' away." (I. Cov. xili. 8.) >■ 

With thia love, you love others at all 
times. There will never be any differ- 
once. You will love a person whether 
he is well off, or badly off. Now-a-days, 
many love others when they have plenty 
of money, when they are doing goocT 
business ; but' -when they are badly off 
they do not. know them, nor do they 
like to apeak to them. This is not 
Christ's love. They recognize all well-to- 
do people,^ ali rich people, and educated 
people, if they were their nearest re- 
la-tious, but when they see any of them 
fail in their business, or become poor, 
they do not recognize them. This is not 
Christ's love. A never-failing love will 
love a person all the days of his life, 
under all circumstances, whatever be- 
■falls "him. I-Invo you got this love ? 
Can you honestly say that you have thi; 
upver-failing love ? Do you love all 
poor people ? Do you love people whr 
have mot with adversities the same way 
as you loved tliem before ? If hot, yoiir 
love is not Christ's love, and you have, 
not got this frnlttul life. When you 
possess this love, you cover over other 
people's Bins in love, and will talk only 
of their good qualities if they have any 
You will not carry tales and speak about 
them here find there, but you -will go and 
speak of tlioir faults to them straight 
to their face, and never beti-ay their 
secrets to others, Not only that, you 
won't have any fear of man. A.sk God 
to examine you. If you don't possess 
this love yon have not got this life 
more abundant.
